and it was proven to be naturally 
occurring. 

The air at the landfill is moni- 
tored for pollutants, and Tindell 
said it was found not to exceed 
acceptable levels established by 
EPA. 

“The air quality is assured on 
an annual basis,” he said. “The 
landfill burns excess gas through 
a flare, even though such is not 
required by regulation.” 

Also, he said the landfill incor- 
porates a slormwaler manage- 


“Garbage at the landfill is cov- 
ered every day,” said Tindell. 


“The. county utilizes county 
jail inmate labor to pick up Wash 
along the access roads leading to 
the landfill,” said Tindell, “These 
are some of the cleanest roads in 
Coffee County. This crew also 
picks up wind-blown trash on the 
landfill property itself.” 

The Alabama Department olf 
Environmental. Management 
randomly, without — notice, 
inspects the landfill to insure 
compliance with regulations, 
and Tindell said the Coffee 
County Landfill has never 
received a Notice of Violation 
from ADEM. 

He said it is the public’s per- 
ception about the landfill that 
dismays him the most. 

“When you look at the way 
the old landfills, or dumps, were 
designed and built, ours is of no 
." said Tindell. “In

Two family researchers recent- 
ly conducted a national study of 
more than 3,000 families Who 
had a high degree of. marital hap- 
piness, satisfying parent-child 
relationships, andsseemed to be 
ible to: meet each other's needs, 
These families listed six’ major 
strengths important to their hap 
pines. 

First, commitment... Strong 
fumilies are concerned about 
each other’s welfare and ‘hippi- 
ness, They support one another, 
and the family is of first impor- 
tance in their lives. 

Second, appreciation, Strong 
families express appreciation to 
each other often, Even negative 
feelings are expressed in a way 
that helps build relationships. 


Third, communication. Strong 
families believe that opportuni 
ties for quality time occur only as 
they spend quantities of time 
together, While many. activities 
are shared, time apart from the 
family is also. important for each 
member, 

Fourth, time together, Strong 
families believe that Opportuni 
lies for quality time occur only as 
they spend quantities of time

Obese kids showing signs of diabetes

A new Yale University study 
reveals that one in four obese 
children in the United States has 
early signs of type Tl diabetes 
i type seen Qnty in adults until 
recently, In fact, almost half of 
the children and adolescents 
now diagnosed with diabetes 
have the type Il form of the dis- 
euse, Which is strongly linked to 
Obesity and lack of exercise. 

Previous research released 
late last year confirmed that 
childhood obesity has reached 
epidemic proportions. in the 
United States, Almost 20 per- 


cent. of black, white and 
Hispanic children are obese 
today, 


Yale researchers looked at 
167 kids and teens with a body 
mass index or BMI than 
95 percentile for thai? age. The 
kids were tested for evidence of 
impaired glucose tolerance. 
Impaired glucose tolerance 
means that the body is not able

erance. Of those ages |} to 18, 
21 percent had impaired glucose 
tolerance. Four percert of the 
obese ‘adolescents already had 
type LI diabetes of which neither 
the children nor their parents 
were aware. In adults, one in 10 
with impaired glucose tolerance 
usually develops diabetes 

These study results aye alarm- 
ing because diabetes cin 
increase risks of other health 
problems such as heart disease, 
kidney problems, blindness and 
circulation problems. It's impor- 
tant for obese young people to 
have their sugar levels tested 
regularly. 

Intensive efforts to reduce 
obesity in children and youth 
who have impaired glucose tol- 
erance, will help prevent their 
developing type U diabetes.

Under Alabama's Best Management Practices for woodlands, the 
State Forestry Commission established guidelines for timber har 
vesters to follow when clear cutting aréas near streams. Under the 
BMP guidelines, at least 50% of the canopy or approximately hal! 
of the existing trees should remain within a minimum distance of 45 
feet from each side of the stream bank after harvesting Operations 
These guidelines further state that trees should not be haryested 
from banks or steep slopes if cutting the trees will destabilize the 
soil. and cause degradation of the water, 

The end result of retaining trees along the stream banks is more 
food, cover and breeding areas for wildlife, Deer, turkey and squir- 
rel benefit from leaving food producing trees such as beech, oaks, 
hickory, dogwood, etc. Hollow trees left in the SMZ provide den- 
ing areas for raccoons, Opossums, squirrels, and nest sites for wood 
ducks and non-game birds. 

Landowners benefit from leaving streamside management zones 
in other ways too, They help protect water quality by acting as a fil- 
ter to soil sediment and pollutants up gradient to a stream, They also 
protect and maintain the aquatic plants and animals by stabilizing 
the soil along banks and reduce temperature variances by providing 
shade, 

One doesn't have to be a landowner to get involved in’ protecting 
streams by retaining trees and other vegetation along stream banks 
Landowners and sportsmen who lease land must work together for 
the benefit of each other. While it is true a few landowners want 
every “stick of wood” harvested (to increase their check, the major- 
ity of landowners today enjoy their land for other reasons besides 
just the monetary rewards the forest offers, Landowners who lease 
their land to hunting clubs realize that property managed for 
wildlife, in conjunction with growing timber, brings higher lease 
fees. The Alabama Forestry Commission and organizations like the 
Alabama Treasure Forest Association conduct seminars to educate 
timber growers and loggers on establishing streamside management 
zones and other aspects of best management practices, 

In my opinion the sporismen of Alabama owe a tip of the hat to 
the Alabama forestry industry and the Forestry Commission and the 
Alabama Treasure Forest Association for working together to pro- 
tect our streams, | know of no other industry that has made as much 
progress in policing itself as the forest industry has, Sure, there are 
still @ few renegades out there and there will always be room for 
improvement, and I'm still not totally sold of clear cutting, bul the 
fact remains, things are better than they were 25 years ago.
